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The United Movement of the 
Church’s Youth 


By Frances M. YOUNG 


By the time you read this article, 
our Diocese will have felt the im- 
pact of an outstanding leader of 
youth, the Rev. Frederick H. Ar- 
terton, National Council’s Secre- 
tary for Youth. It was through Mr. 
Arterton’s leadership that a move- 
ment has started to unite the half 
million or more young people of 
our Church. 

The impetus for this movement 
which is of youth, by youth, and 
for youth, came from the great 
Youth Week-End at the 1940 Kan- 
sas City Convention. Young peo- 
ple from all parts of the country 
demanded immediate action in the 
formation of such a movement. 
Their demand was answered. Six 
weeks later a National Youth Com- 
mission had been appointed, with 
two young people and one adult ad- 
viser from each of the eight Prov- 
inces. The two young people from 
our Province are Miss Ruth Smith 
of Seattle, and Miss Beatrice Rob- 
inson of Los Angeles; the adult 
adviser is the writer of this article. 
The Commission met in December, 
1940, drafted a program for 1941 
(based on a wide survey of the 
Church’s youth), went home, and 
began to put the program into 
action. 

Members of the Youth Commis- 
sion have written hundreds of let- 


ters; addressed young people and 
adults; taken caravans from one 
parish to another; enlisted the co- 
operation of Bishops, clergy, and 
lay people; written articles for 
Diocesan papers ; taught at summer 
conferences ; in fact, the young peo- 
ple on this National Youth Com- 
mission have literally “stumped” 
through their provinces, all as vol- 
unteers (many are in college, or 
have jobs), enlisting enthusiastic 
participation in this Nation-Wide 
United Movement of the Church’s 
Youth. 

The Youth Commission met 
again in September, 1941, to evalu- 
ate the 1941 program, and to plan 
for 1942. Here are the activities 
for all young people for the coming 
year. As you read this, jot down 
the ways your young people can 
participate in the program. 

Thousands of the Church’s 
young people customarily return to 
their home parishes from schools, 
colleges, and work away from home 
each Christmas-time. This year 
their numbers will be greatly aug- 
mented by the return of men from 
all branches of military service and 
young men and women occupied in 
defense areas away from home. To 
strengthen ties between young peo- 
ple and their home parishes, the 
Commission urges that, between 
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December 28, 1941, and January 4, 
1942, every parish include in its 
program : 

1. A special service of worship 
for young people and at least one 
social event to which the returning 
young people shall be especially and 
expressly invited. 

2. A personal talk between each 
returning young person and his 
rector. 

To assist in this activity, the Di- 
vision of Youth will prepare and 
distribute material. 

Many young people of our Dio- 
cese have signed the Rule of Life. 
Many have never heard of it. The 
Youth Commission believes that 
this Rule is the dynamic of the 
United Movement of the Church’s 
Youth, but thinks that there may 
have been insufficient interpreta- 
tion of the purposes and function 
of a Rule. The following steps are 
recommended to help with the 
Rule: 

1. The use of a personal check- 
chart which the Division of Youth 
will make available. 

2. That a detailed self-examina- 
tion in terms of keeping the Rule 
be made at the four Ember seasons 
in particular. 

3. That all those who have signed 
the Rule of Life take it upon them- 
selves to see their Rector for con- 
ference, following which a private 
rededication between the young 
person and God be made at the 
altar. 

4. That where it is the custom in 
the parish, sacramental confession 
be used in connection with the Rule. 

5. That at the time of the Whit- 
sunday Corporate Communion a 
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Service of Rededication be used by 
all young people who have signed 
the Rule of Life. 

Many parishes in our Diocese 
participated in the Whitsunday 
Corporate Communion. The Com- 
mission recommends for 1942: 

1. That all young people be re- 
minded of the necessity for ade- 
quate preparation for participation 
in this service. 

2. That the Division of Youth 
write to all Bishops asking them to 
emphasize to their clergy the im- 
portance and value of this service 
and to urge their wholehearted co- 
operation. 

Youth Sunday, 1941, was a great 
success in our Diocese. Enthusi- 
astic reports of the day have come 
in from many parishes and mis- 
sions. In some parishes the sermon 
was preached by a young person. 
In one parish 30 young people had 
an active part in the morning ser- 
vice in addition to many others who 
were in the congregation. The 
Youth Offering, which was for ad- 
vance work, for a Church building 
at Wind River Dam, Wyoming, 
and for the Diocesan Union Middle 
School in China, was sent directly 
to the Treasurer in New York, so 
the total from our Diocese is not 
yet known. Watch for this an- 
nouncement in the next PAcIFIc 
CHURCHMAN. 

The 1942 objectives for the 


Youth Offering will be related to — 


the study themes in the area of the 
Church’s mission—‘Christianity 
and Democracy in America” and 
“Christians and World Order.” 
STUDY 
There is one new study guide 
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available called “God and Myself,” 
and another which is promised soon 
called “Youth to Youth.” The Com- 
mission requested that program 
material in the following areas of 
study be prepared for use with 
young people: 1. Rule of Life. 
2. Vocations. 3. The Holy Com- 
munion. 4. Christian Youth as 
Planners for the World’s Future. 
5. How our Church is Organized. 


The Commission passed a reso- 
lution offering to work with the 
Army and Navy Commission and 
the National Council concerning 
the problems of youth now in mili- 
tary service, defense industries, 
and civilian camps for conscien- 
tious objectors. 


The Commission passed a reso- 
lution pledging its efforts to help 
in the Presiding Bishop’s Forward 
in Service Plan to interest the 
lapsed and unchurched young peo- 
ple in the services of worship of 
the Church, and particularly in 
classes in preparation for Confirm- 
ation. 


What is the relationship of these 


two? Do they overlap? Do we 
need both? 


The answer is this: The House 
of Young Churchmen is the organi- 
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zation in the Diocese of California 
through which the program and 
activities of the U. M. C. Y. will 
be carried into the parishes and 
missions. The U. M. C. Y. is not 
an organization. It is a program of 
activities which any individual 
young person or parish youth or- 
ganization can include with its other 
plans. 

The House of Young Church- 
men, through its Diocesan Council 
and Convocational Councils, will 
try to keep the parishes and mis- 
sions informed of all Diocesan and 
nation-wide projects and activities. 
Diocesan activities are included in 
another article, but our Diocesan 
House of Young Churchmen is the 
agent for promoting the United 
Movement of the Church’s Youth. 
Perhaps the fact that the U. M. 
C. Y. has an official pin has caused 
some to think of the Movement as 
an organization. The pin may be 
worn by any young person of the 
Church. 

The United Movement of the 
Church’s Youth offers opportuni- 
ties for all young people, whether 
or not affiliated with any existing 
youth organization, to make a 
united and significant contribution 
to the life and work of the Church.

Located on a ridge, on the side 
of Ben Lomond Mountain, over- 
looking the San Lorenzo Valley, 
just about three miles up from the 
town of Ben Lomond in the Santa 
Cruz Mountains, is a plot of land 
consisting of some fifty-five acres 
of lovely meadows, grass slopes, 
and redwood forests. This land, 
known to the residents of that area 
as the Welty Ranch, recently came, 
with clear title, into the hands of 
the Diocese. It is one of the 
choicest areas in the region of the 
Santa Cruz Mountains, for it con- 
tains not only several magnificent 
stands of Redwoods, but also a 
large level meadow, beautiful 
grassy hillsides, and one of the most 
picturesque woodland creeks that 
can be found anywhere in the State 
of California. Without any hesi- 
tation whatsoever we can easily call 
it “God’s Country.” 

The Welty Ranch was acquired 
by the Diocese twenty-five years 
ago; for the past five years it has 
been leased; the lease terminated 
last October. Bishop Block, in his 
address to the Convention of the 
House of Young Churchmen last 
February, pointed out the wonder- 
ful opportunities in ultimately de- 
veloping the property as a summer 
conference grounds; however, at 
that time he gave permission to the 
House of Young Churchmen to use 
the property for the present time to 
their best advantage. Needless to 


say the Young Churchmen received 
the proposition with great enthusi- 
asm. The Diocesan Council of the 
House of Young Churchmen im- 
mediately set up a committee to 
plan and coordinate the work on 
the property to fit the needs of the 
young people, but always keeping 
in mind the ultimate purpose of 
the property. 

When the property came into the 
hands of the Diocese, some im- 
provements had already been made, 
although most of them were some- 
what the worse for wear. These 
improvements consisted of a four- 
room house needing considerable 
rehabilitation, a none too stable 
cottage, an old barn, and an ex- 
cellent water system. The “Ranch” 
also has electrical facilities. In ad- 
dition, The Ranch was in a general 
rundown condition. Thus it is in 
such a place that the young people 
have started a program of cleaning 
and rehabilitation. During last 
Spring many parish young people’s 
groups went down and carried out 
a week-end work party, and in this 
way they were not only performing 
an act of service for the Diocese, 
but also for themselves, since they 
would have the opportunity to en- 
joy the property in its later develop- 


ment. At the Diocesan Summer 


Conference this past summer the 
Ben Lomond Property Project was 
most enthusiastically received. Not 
only was it the subject of many dis- 
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cussions, but also a Voluntary 
Committee was set up to assist the 
Diocesan Committee, thus bringing 
more and more young people into 
the project. 

The young people have definitely 
made progress in carrying out their 
project. So far, to date, they have 
succeeded in cleaning the grounds 
and also disposing of an immense 
- amount of refuse. The roads on 
the property have been fixed. The 
house has been cleaned and is nearly 
ready for painting. Tools for fur- 
ther work parties have been pur- 
chased ; and also a set of dishes has 
been bought for the use of confer- 
ences and parties to be held there. 
Other young people’s groups have 
definitely committed themselves to 
individual projects. For instance, 
the young people of the San Fran- 
cisco Convocation have undertaken 
to fix up the kitchen in the house. 
Although the project is not yet 
complete, the property has already 
been put to use. The young peo- 
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ple’s group from Redwood City 
spent a week there this summer. 
The Diocesan Council of the House 
of Young Churchmen had a con- 
ference there over a week-end in 
August, and it is to be the site for 
young people’s leaders’ conferences 
in December and in May. Other 
groups which have visited Ben 
Lomond are: Alameda, Richmond, 
two groups from San Mateo, San 
Francisco Convocational Council, 
Corte Madera, St. Paul’s, Oakland ; 
St. Clement’s, Berkeley, and the 
Peninsula Young People’s Council. 

The Young People in the Diocese 
in carrying out such a project 
which we might call the preliminary 
development of a Diocesan Con- 
ference Grounds are not only carry- 
ing out a project for their own 
ends, but they are also performing 
an act of service for the Diocese as 
a whole, and thus get a chance to 
feel themselves as a definite part 
of the Church Family. 


Flying Squad

You know what you believe, but 
why do you believe it? Have you 
explored your reasons? Did you 
discover Jesus’ way of life or have 
you accepted your religion as an 
inheritance? Can you discuss your 
personal religious convictions with 
others? Can you, as a Christian, 
stand your ground in a discussion 
with a non-believer ? Have you ever 


missed the opportunity of winning 
another to the rich adventurous life 
with which Jesus challenges us? 
Offering ourselves, our souls and 
bodies as a reasonable, holy and 
living sacrifice to God is a challenge 
which we have dodged. There is a 
big job before us, which we, as 

members of the House of Young 
Churchmen must do something 
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about. For, as Bishop Block said, 
the youth of this Country must 
match the dedication and sacrifice 
of Hitler’s Youth to Hitler with 
a greater loyalty and devotion to 
Jesus. Certainly we have a long 
way to go. 

At the week-end council meet- 
ing held at Ben Lomond this sum- 
mer, the House of Young Church- 
men took a momentous step by de- 
ciding and approving a plan to be 
known as the Flying Squad. The 
Flying Squad is to be a group of 
about twenty picked young people 
who will be trained by Bishop Block 
to speak to Young People’s Groups 
on Personal Religion and the ad- 
venture of a Christian life. 

Truth and enthusiasm are ra- 
diated through personality. Jesus 
knew and used this helpful axiom. 
It is only natural that we should 
arouse interest, instruct, help and 
win others with the same methods. 
I believe this is our first step to- 
ward making our religion some- 
thing others can grasp. Too many 
of us become confirmed and mem-

bers of the Church—then find our- 
selves drowning because of our in- 
ability to interpret the symbolism 
and doctrine in terms of our think- 
ing today. 

Members of the Flying Squad 
training group will begin by speak- 
ing to groups other than their own. 
Each will probably speak only two 
or three times in the coming year. 
They will not only instruct and 
stimulate, but will present ideas 
and problems which can be ex- 
plored by your groups at their sub- 
sequent meetings. This group, 
which will be selected by Bishop 
Block, will receive training from 
Bishop Block and other leaders on 
the week-end of November 21, 22 
and 23 at the Cathedral House. 

I firmly believe that this Squad 
will prove tremendously valuable 
to our Diocese and will pave the 
way for future developments in our 
program. It will need the response 
and support of the Young People 
in the Diocese. We know that those 
of you chosen will respond. 


This, to my mind, is a most significant and important ven- 
ture. Those who have had to teach at summer conferences 
have had young people say over and over again, “Give us a 
hard job.” We have often, too, had the comparison with the 
evangelistic zeal of other Protestant bodies. Our young peo- 
ple have had the vision and courage to tackle this challenge. 
It is not easy to talk to your peers. This is action, not merely 
talking about action. The Diocese should be very proud of 
this venture of their youth groups.

Cathedral, which will be presented 
this year for the third consecutive 
time, is becoming one of the tradi- 
tions not only of the young people 
of the Church, but of the City of 
San Francisco. The Cathedral, 
large as it is, is scarcely adequate 
to accommodate the throngs which 
attend the pageant. San Francisco 
young people’s groups have an 
unique opportunity to present the 
Christian meaning of the season to 
multitudes who come to this affair. 
Rehearsals will begin soon, and the 
latent talent of your group may 
add to the presentation. 


THE CONVENTION 


The annual convention of the 
House of Young Churchmen will 
be held at St. Francis’ Church, San 
Francisco, January 24 and 25 of 
1942. The theme of this year’s con- 
vention will be “Worship.” If your 
group is debating as to a discussion 
subject, why not choose worship? 
Abundant material is available on 
this subject. We suggest, for in- 
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stance, “God and Myself” which 
can be secured from the National 
Council. Miss Young’s office will 
gladly suggest additional material.

The conven- 
tion will open at 3 o’clock with a 
brief service followed by the 
speaker. Discussion groups will 
meet until 5:20, when delegates will 
be allowed an hour to locate the 
home in which they will spend the 
night and meet their hostesses. 

No 
excuse this time!) The evening 
program will begin with dinner at 
6:30, and conclude with Compline 
at 10. Sunday’s program will be 
similar to those of former years, 
closing with lunch after the morn- 
ing service.

A Prayer for Children 
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is Prayer Book Cross in Golden 
Gate Park. Almost unknown to 
many is the tall shaft of the Way- 
side Cross on Vineyard Mountain 
overlooking the Salinas Valley to 
the west, and the broad Cholame 
Valley to the east. The annual trip 
to the cross is known as the Way- 
side Cross Pilgrimage. An enjoy- 
able visit to parishes and missions 
en route gives one a new and 
broader idea of his Diocese. At 
the cross, an inspiring service links 
us with the history of the past, for 
the cross stands on a promontory 
where Bishop Nichols used to stop 
for prayers as he visited the Dio- 
cese. This year the Pilgrimage will 
be held April 11 and 12. If your 
group has not made the trip in past 
years, some at least should plan 
to do so. 

If in the foregoing you still find 
opportunities for your group, don’t 
be discouraged—this is only half 
the story. Elsewhere in this issue 
of The Paciric CHURCHMAN you 
will find the story of the United 
Movement of the Church’s Youth; 
of the Flying Squadron of the 
House of Young Churchmen ; and 
our growing plan for Ben Lomond. 


Almighty God, bless us with thy Holy Word, that we may do noth- 
ing that thou would not have us do. In our lives at home, make us 
mindful of our parents and obedient to their wishes; and make our 
parents to understand us and to do that which is best for us. Make 
us faithful in our school work, so that our teachers can find nothing 
amiss; make us dutiful in our attendance at Church school, and make 
us true followers of Jesus Christ our Lord.

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Not All Is Wrong With the World

I. 


Ours is a gloomy and overshad- 
owed time—depressed, disheart- 
ened, apprehensive. The chill of 
disillusionment has penetrated to 
the heart of modern life. The dream 
of a Family of Nations has been 
shattered. Successive wars, of un- 
paralleled destructiveness and 
cruelty, have darkened a century 
that opened with high hopes and 
generous anticipations. World mo- 
rale has fallen to a low level. The 
light of Humanism has failed. 

Religion is hesitant and de- 
pressed, confronted by a palsied 
skepticism, a self-satisfied and 
obese secularism, and a light and 
empty hedonism. Our age has lost 
both the contentment with darkness 
of Paganism and “the radiance of 
Christianity.” 

Having created science, the cre- 
ator has become its victim as much 
as its beneficiary. Builder of barns 
that have required his soul of him, 
maker of machines that have 
crushed him between their wheels, 
victim of wars that are draining his 
life blood, mankind has fallen into 
a strange and sorry plight. 

Technically trained and zsthet- 
ically minded, the artist of today is 


estranged from sources and springs 
of art. Contemporary culture is 
affected with ennui. It has lost the 
inner joy of art, its inspiration, its 
passion, its pristine faith and cre- 
ativeness. 

For the first time homo explorans 
has become fully aware of possess- 
ing that dubious developmental de- 
vice, a nervous system, and has 
been made exclusively nervous by 
the discovery, fearful lest it prove 
his undoing. 

Hostile forces—physical, eco- 
nomic and political—appear to hold 
mankind in the iron grip of an in- 
flexible fatality. The family, the 
vital nucleus of society, is in dan- 
ger of decay. The problems of 
civilization have become so compli- 
cated as to seem insoluble. Appre- 
hension is abroad. Fear lurks in 
the shadows. 

Weare “fed up” with knowledge 
that once would have seemed price- 
less. Not many children of today 
can say with little Louisa Alcott, 
“I have a pleasant time with my 
mind.” We, pampered possession 
of education, do not realize what 
it means to be free citizens of the 
great republic of knowledge. 


II. 


There is another side of the hu- 
man situation and one that makes 
the prevailing mood of dismay and 
hopelessness appear both ill-tem- 
pered and ill-considered. The very 
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sense of dissatisfaction is seminal. 
The tensions and abuses, economic 
and social, moral and religious, that 
are thwarting and embittering con- 
temporary life may prove an in- 
citement to betterment. Never have 
economic injustices and wrongs so 
troubled the social conscience nor 
aroused so strong a determination 
to effect their cure. Although the 
Second World War is drawing the 
very life blood of civilization and 
seems to hold the race in the grip 
of an inexorable fate, there never 
was so great a revulsion from war 
and turning toward the ideal of 
permanent peace as now. 


While religion may be at low ebb, 
the sense of need for it is deepening 
and the movement toward Chris- 
tian unity is more active and prom- 
ising than ever before. Philosophy 
may be in revolt against the Great 
Tradition, yet counter currents of 
new life are pulsing through it, 
some of them as vital and spiritual, 
perhaps, as the Great Tradition it- 
self. Morals are changing, but 
morality itself is being rebuilt on 


deeper foundations. No doubt the. 


world is out of joint; but it is not 
impossible that it may yet be set 
right. 

Not thus suddenly and disas- 
trously does the structure of human 
hopes and ideals, built by the toil 
and devotion of the ages, fall in 
ruin. At all events, there will be 
foundations upon which a new and 
nobler world may be built. 


History does not warrant an out- 
look of hopelessness. There always 
has been a “saving remnant,” a sane 
and faithful minority, a loyal, re- 
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liable few who have kept their 
fealty to truth and righteousness. 
Nor has the faithful individual, the 
appointed leader ever failed. Nor 
does the leader of an earlier age 
pass into oblivion. At the heart of 
every midnight is “a budding 
morn.” 

Meanwhile, amidst the gloom 
and uproar that fill the sky, the 
serene pageantry of day and night 
and the majestic drama of the 
changing seasons of Everyman’s 
world go by unheeded. The earth 
repeats her ancient miracle of seed- 
time and harvest. “The chalice of 
the full round year runs o’er with 
gladness.” The God of Nature has 
not forsaken his children in their 
shame and evil. 


Ampler and worthier benefi- 
cences than these still are ours. The 
resources of human fellowship are 
not spent. The peace and charm 
of home life still encompasses the 
despairing with its encircling beati- 
tude. Children’s voices make music 
as of old, although all too early 
they absorb the accents of sophisti- 
cation and ennui heard about them 
and become strident and self-asser- 
tive. The good cheer and animation 
of social intercourse—friendship, 
neighborliness, association with 
congenial groups, the Church with 
its hymns and prayers and fraternal 
groups, the wider fellowship of the 
community and the wholesome in- 
terchanges of daily workaday com- 
radeship—have not lost their native 
zest. 


To do less than sympathize with 
those from whom these things are 
taken away would be heartless ; and 
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not to do all in our power to relieve 
their sufferings would be inhuman. 
But to let these wars, terrible as 
they are, overshadow life and rob 
it of all its happiness would be 
wrong. Even in the war-torn lands 
themselves the joys of life are not 
wholly fled. 


Il. 


Yet it is not alone by resort to 
nature in her unbroken serenity 
and calm, nor yet by turning to the 
unfailing reinforcement of home 
and friends, and human comrade- 
ship, nor by the appeal to history, 
that the greater reassurances are 
to be won in the midst of darkness 
and disaster in our day. There is 
also the realm of the invisible and 
indestructible, the home of eternal 
values, where deeper reassurances 
lie. Here are realities that cannot 
be shaken. 

Beautiful things in art, the work 
of years of creative thought and 
toil, may be destroyed ; but Beauty 
itself cannot be destroyed. The 
crash of guns and bombs and fall- 
ing walls and the report of perish- 
ing armies and sinking ships may 
fill the air with terror and dismay. 
But the realities of the Spirit are 
imperishable. 

Harmony has not been silenced. 
The great musical compositions 
come to us with new meaning and 
stir us more deeply than ever before 
in these depressing days. Beethoven 
and Bach and Brahms and Mozart 
mean more to men today than ever 
before, the world around. One of 
the most thrilling incidents of the 
war is that reported in The Chris- 
tian Century of May 14, by Dr. 
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Shillito, in which he describes how 
as the London Philharmonic Or- 
chestra was playing Beethoven’s 
Seventh Symphony at a concert 
in a town in England, a blitzkrieg 
attack broke and the conductor said 
to the audience: “The Germans 
may kill you and me at any mo- 
ment, but here is something they 
can never kill. It is Beethoven’s 
Seventh Symphony.” Not a soul 
left the place, and the orchestra 
played like angels. 

The Psaltery and the great 
hymns of the Christian Church 
never came home to wounded 
hearts with greater reassurance 
than now. The Christian hymnal 
overflows with comfort and cour- 
age for such a time as this. Luther’s 
“Ein feste Burg” rises like a psalm 
of strength above a stormy sea in 
these tempestuous days, assuring 
us that the Christian heart of Ger- 
many still beats true, whatever 
apostasy may have taken possession 
of her dictators. Christians are 
singing this noble hymn there and 
everywhere today with a fresh 
sense of its meaning. Never have 
Watts’ “Our God, Our Help in 
Ages Past”; Newman’s “Lead, 
Kindly Light”; Wesley’s “Love 
Divine, All Love Excelling” ; Whit- 
tier’s hymns and Symonds’ “These 
Things Shall Be”; and the great 
anthems and prayers of the Chris- 
tian Church touched a more re- 
sponsive chord than today. 

The Church throughout the 
world is now engaged in her great 
task of keeping the faith of a shat- 
tered humanity from failing. May 
Heaven grant her grace for the 
task! 
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The Bishop’s Men _

The Executive Council of the 
“Bishop’s Men” at their quarterly 
meeting, September 4th, directed 
me to report to you the activities of 
the Council up to this time. 


The associated Men’s Clubs of 
the Convocation of Oakland for 
many years past gathered annually 
to observe Washington’s Birthday 
with an early Communion Service 
followed by a breakfast. On this 
occasion in 1939, Bishop Block sug- 
gested that an organization of men 
be perfected to embrace all men in 
all parishes and missions in this 
Convocation and afford him a 
means of translating into reality 
some of his hopes and ambitions 
for the Church on this side of the 
Bay. 

Accordingly a motion was made 
from the floor, authorizing a Com- 
mittee with Dean Walters of Christ 
Church as Chairman, to proceed 
with power to act. The Committee 
organized as the Bishop’s Men of 
the Convocation of Oakland. 


The membership includes all 
men of the Convocation, with the 
Vestries of the Parishes and Mis- 
sions appointing a delegate to an 
Executive Council. 


The Council consists at present 
of a representative from 15 out of 
20 churches who have availed them- 
selves of the privilege. Three or 
four of those not represented are 
reported dormant. 


The Executive Council meets 
quarterly, or on call; the number 
of members attenuiig Executive 
Council meetings has been truly 
noteworthy and is a clear indica- 
tion of the zeal, interest and 
thoughtfulness these men bring to 
the problems presented. 


During the first year under the 
presidency of Wm. A. Moss of 
Christ Church, Alameda, the 
ground work was laid, exploring 
problems of mutual interest, be- 
coming acquainted, learning the 
Bishop’s needs and wants and feel- 
ing out ways of helpfulness. 


At the beginning of this year it 
was thought that a more cohesive 
organization was needed and that 
a definite program of work should 
be undertaken. 


Bishop Block outlined his more 
pressing needs and is looking to 
you men to make them effective. 


The Bishop called our attention 
to the following matters as of pri- 
mary importance. 


1. The status of the Mission 
Churches and outlined the possi- 
bilities of closer fellowship and 
mutual understanding. 2. The en- 
tertainment of mer: in U. S. ser- 
vice is of prime importance. 3. The 
development of the Diocesan prop- 
erty at Ben Lomond requires long 
range planning but needs to be in- 
itiated at once. 4. The Executive 
Council approved the additional 
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project of surveying the situation 
regarding church news in the pub- 
lic press. 

To give point and purpose to 
these objectives, in consultation 
with the elected officers, I have 
appointed Mr. Willard Burr of 
Trinity Church, Hayward, chair- 
man of the Committee on Mis- 
sions, to make a survey of all the 
missions in the Convocation, obtain 
all data possible, analyze the same 
and recommend any undertaking 
they deem best. 

The committee for entertain- 
ment of service men will soon be 
selected. 

The committee on publicity is 
headed by Mr. Wm. A. Moss of 
Christ Church, Alameda, and will 
canvass the situation regarding 
news of this Convocation and ac- 
tivities of the Bishop’s Men in 
church periodicals and the public 
press. 

The presentation of church 
news, in a large part of the public 
press at the present time is so de- 
plorable that this committee will 
have not only a large amount of 
work, but also a large opportunity 
for very constructive effort. 

The committee on the Ben Lo- 
mond property under Mr. Henry 
D. Oliphant of Trinity Church, 
Oakland, is already at work. 

This property, also known as 
the Welty Ranch, was left to the 
Diocese by will and consists of ap- 
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proximately fifty-five acres, lo- 
cated about three and one-half 
miles northwest of Ben Lomond. 

The Bishop desires that this es- 
tate be developed as rapidly as 
possible, to afford a conference 
ground such as Asilomar for 
meetings of various groups in the 
Diocese. 

The young people are already 
giving much labor to clean the 
premises and have evinced a real 
interest in its development. 

The Executive Committee have 
undertaken the following plan 
suggested by Bishop Block to 
raise funds: All men in the Con- 
vocation will be asked to take a 
mite box, similar to the ones taken 
by the Women’s Auxiliary for 
their thanks offering and deposit 
a small coin regularly each week 
from Advent until Whitsunday. 
Each vestry is urged to support 
this effort and arrange as wide a 
distribution of these boxes as pos- 
sible. You will be advised further 
as soon as the committee is ready 
to proceed. We have already re- 
ceived a very valued gift from a 
fellow churchman and an engi- 
neer, who will make a survey of 
the property in the next few 
weeks. The necessary data pre- 
liminary to survey is now being 
gathered. Three young men from 
the House of Young Churchmen 
will also donate their time on the 


survey party.

The Cathedral Close

Trevor White, former 
soprano soloist and lately a bass 
singer in the choir, has been scout- 
master until his impending call to 
the colors forced him to resign. We 
appreciate all his good work and 
wish him sod-speed. 


Cathedral Men’s Club is now 
being organized. An informal din- 
ner has already been held and a def- 
inite plan will soon be formulated. 
It is many years since there has 
been such a club and the need for 
such an organization has been 
ee felt by clergy and laity 
alike. 


Unity Service 


A Joint Unity Service for Pres- 
byterians and Episcopalians will be 
held in Grace Cathedral on Sunday 
afternoon, November 16th, at four 
o’clock. The Service is being ar- 
ranged by Dean Wright in coopera- 
tion with the Unity Committee of 
the Diocese and the corresponding 
Committee of the Presbytery of 
San Francisco. Several ministers 
from each denomination will par- 
ticipate in the Service and the two 
sermons will be given by Bishop 
Sanford of the Missionary District 
of San Joaquin, and the Rev. Stan- 
ley Armstrong Hunter, D.D., min- 
ister of St. John’s Presbyterian 
Church, Berkeley, California. 

The Service being arranged in 
Grace Cathedral is one of many 
ways that the Diocese is attempt- 
ing to have the two churches know 
one another better. A dinner was 
also recently held at which a group 
of the clergy of the Diocese and a 
few laymen in the San Francisco 
area met with a corresponding 
group of Presbyterians and dis- 
cussed the matters which were held 
in common and the points on which 
agreement has not as yet been 
reached. Official groups; Vestries ; 
Sessions; Boards of Trustees; 
Church School Teachers, etc., 
could also get together. 

It is hoped that the Service in 
Grace Cathedral on November 16th 
will be well attended by both Pres- 
byterians and Episcopalians. 
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Once more the carillon is chim- 
ing on Tuesdays, Thursdays and 
Fridays at noon and five-thirty and 
on Sundays before each service to 
herald the return of our Choir- 
master Sidney Lewis to his regular 
duties. His spirit is strong and eager 
for autumn and winter work. A 
large class of exceptionally fine pro- 
bationers awaited him. They are 
now being prepared as quickly as 
possible for regular choir work at 
Thanksgiving or at Christmas. We 
hope the diocese will continue to 
remember us as we need more and 
more new voices both for replace- 
ment and for the great enlargement 
of the choir that is planned. Mr. 
Lewis will meet new boys on Tues- 
days, Thursdays and Fridays be- 
tween three and four. 


Preachers during October have 
included the Bishop, newly re- 
turned from a refreshing vacation, 
Bishop Johnson of the Witness, 
and Chaplain Gerald Ellison of the 
“Orion”, now laid up for repairs. 


Department of Promotion 


The visit of Mr. William Lee 
Richards to the Diocese during 
this month has evoked fine re- 
sponse from many parishes and 
missions. Mr. Richards, the di- 
rector of Parish Service for the 
General Church has been invited 
into fourteen of our parishes and 
missions, will be present at all 
three Convocations for their fall 
meetings, and will address several 
other groups. 

Mr. Richards has a unique way 
of evaluating the work of a par- 
ish: Coming in from the outside, 
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he is able to look at the whole 
picture objectively and to suggest 
ways in which the parish can bet- 
ter serve the community in which 
it is located. In doing this he also 
contacts influential men in the 
community and others who may 
be outside the Church. Since we 
are thinking increasingly on the 
problem of how to round out our 
parish program in order to serve 
all our age and interest groups, 
this should be of great benefit. 


From all indications the book- 
let prepared by the Regional 
Council and sent to all the clergy, 
“Our Parish in Action” fills a long 
felt need amongst many of our 
clergy. Many copies of this book- 
let have also been sold to lay peo- 
ple throughout the Diocese. It is 
now possible in a very simple way 
to chart the present activities and 
future program of a parish 
through the services of this help- 
ful material. The Forward Move- 
ment Commission under its chair- 
man the Rev. A. Ronald Merrix 
and the Promotion Department, 
under the chairmanship of the 
Rev. John Craine, both stand 
ready to serve parishes and mis- 
sions in developing their parish 
program.

Meyers is on the faculty of the 
Hartford School of Religious Ed- 
ucation. The units are provided 
for kindergarten and the first two 
grades. He says further: 

“They do not seem to be made, 
but to grow out of the life of the 
children. Each little booklet pro- 
vides from four to six sessions in 
the Church school. In these meet- 
ings the children do not sit still 
and learn words and talk about ab- 
stract things, but they live to- 
gether. The class is like a happy 
family busy at its understood tasks 
and happy in them.” 


Church Hel ps Schools in China 


“Teachers in parish day schools 
in the Missionary District of 
Shanghai are paid less than street 
cleaners working for the Shanghai 
Municipal Council,” says the Rt. 
Rev. W. P. Roberts. Bishop Rob- 
erts explains that the Church now 
helps to maintain eighteen day 
schools of elementary grade in al- 
most as many cities extending 
from Shanghai to Nanking and 
across to the north of the Yangtze 
River in Yangchow and Puchen. 

In spite of being located in oc- 
cupied territory, these schools 
have flourished beyond all expec- 
tations. Before 1937 the enroll- 
ment was barely 800. This number 
has been more than trebled. The 
teachers average $24 a month 
Chinese, or $1.30 United States 
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money. As it costs $35 per month 
Chinese per person for food alone, 
special grants from the Mission 
have been necessary to make up 
the deficiency.
